The attempt ty embodind in the 
proposed new central board with

Whether they have since madt- 
fied their attitude is uncertain but 
unless they have jt la lindossi}le to 
see how the board could exercise 
anv executive functions at all, 

AN INSOLUBLE DILEMMA 

Tet us however assume that 
satisfactory oarranirements have 
heen made as to the powers and 
status of Individual members. 

We then come to a vital point of 
procedure. Mav the decisions of 
the Board be taken by a majority 
or must they be unanimous? 

In the first event the several 
Governments would have neaufred 
soveretenty over their telecom- 
munientions only to surrender it 
agnin to an over riding body. 

In the second ovent the Board 
would te effectually hamstrunc. 
Delay and compromise would be 
the order of the dav. 

In an attempt to excapo from 
this insoluble dilemma it has an- 
parently been decided that a mn- 
lority vote ia valid except In mat- 
ters of government policy when 
anv member can interpose his veto. 

This provision, however, Ia ren- 
dered neentorv by the condition 
that any member hns the right to 
claim any issue an a matter of 
Government polley which immedi- 
ately restores the unanimity rule. 

It ja conceivable that such o 
scheme may work hatter in prac-

A centralised Empiro research 
organisation ia Indeed essential if 
the componont units of the new 
schemo are to have any hope of 
keeping abreast of modern pro- 
resw and American competition. 

Worat of all anv body of the 
kind proposed will inevitably bo in 
a far weaker position than Cable 
& Wireless to resist the cenacless 
presauro of America to encroach 
on Britlah Telecummunications ter: 
ritory both inside and oulaide tho 
Kinpire, 

I haye no space to deseribo in 
detail the devious means embloyed 
in pursuit of this policy but ano ta 
worth notime, 

During the war thes United 
States sought and obtained powers 
to establish direct wireless cireuily 
with p pumber of countries served 
py Cnble & Wirelens. 

‘The argument used waa that the 
United States needed the telecom: 
munications in question under ber 
own control for milltury purposes. 

THE CREAM 

Now that the war is over she 
is claiming the indefinite retantion 
of the circuits or at any rate the 
remunerative onea for commercial 
purposes, 

This if conceded would enable 
her to skim off n good deal of the 
cream off the traffle at the expense 
of the Imperial System. 

Under the new dispensation she 
is Hkely ta be in a much stronger 
position to amin her end since she 
will be negotiating no Jonwer with 
a single agency but with particular 
Governments more concerned for 
their local interests than for those 
of the Imperial System as a whole. 

The worst danger of ol] relates 
to the foreign concessions beld by 
Cable & Wireless, 

These oxtend to a number of 
Eyrapean countries France, Bel- 
gium, Spain, Portugal and Greece, 
eight countries Jn Contral and 
South America, the Middle Bast, 
Including Exypt and Persia, The 
Netherlands East Indics, China, 
the Portuguese African Empire 
and others. 

Under the new echeme all these 
forelgp doncessions aro duc to pass 
to the United Kingdom Govern- 
ment, 

What is likely to bo the attitude 
of the countries In question? Are 
they to be expected to view with 
the same equanimity o concession 
owned and operated by. a Foreign 
Government as ono owned and 
operated by a commercial com- 
pany? 

It isa fact which will hardly 
cause syrprise that some of them 
aro already roviowing the position. 

When they sce countries RrouD- 
ed together in common allegiance 
to ono sovergign deciding om na-~ 
tionnlistic grounds to own and 
control theix own telecommunica- 
tions they are naturally impelled 
to take note of tho example and 
to ask why it should not apply still 
more forcibly to themselves ps de- 
longing to no such groun. 

ERIOUS EXPORT LOSS 
At least some of therm will al- 
most cortainly.conclude that it ta 
derogatory to thelr prestige to 
have a forelen government owning 
and tunning thelr teleoommunica- 
tions eapecially ag thoy are ap- 
parently to receive no invitation to 
jojn the New Contral Board.
